The Eternal Home for knights of the roaring road 
claimed Racer Mike Joseph, popular 39-year-old’ Philadel- 
hia driver, yesterday afternoon when he crashed in the 
azardous first turn of dirt-track Lakewood Speedway while 


making a trial run. 

Some three hours after Joseph's 
accident, which came at 1:10 p. m., 
Tommy Hinnershitz, of Reading, 
Pa., king of the Eastern dirt-track 
drivers, roared across the finish 
line in first place for the feature 
25-lap race. 

Two other accidents were woven 
into the program, witnessed by an 
estimated 12,700 fans. Lee Wallard, 
of Schenectady, N. Y., overturned 
at almost the same spot of Josephs’ 
accident in the eighth lap of an 
eight-mile heat race, but returned 
for the feafure, and Otis Stine, 
of York, Pa., rolled into the water 
on the outside of the northeast 
turn in the 25-miler. After the 
ace, drivers attached a towline 
for the $18,000 Offenhauser to be 
pulled from the water. 


Joseph, a veteran of 14 years in 
racing, was driving his first season 
of big cars. He formerly rode at 
the helm of midgets throughout 
the country.

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Words—or Guns—For Peace? 


Most of us in this country, long since 
disillusioned by Russia’s repeated aggres- 
sions, will put more faith in the efforts 
of Secretary of State Acheson to insure 
peace by strengthening the united front 
against Communism than in the attempt 
of United Nations Sec. Gen. Trygve Lie 
to induce a reasonable attitude on the 
part of the Kremlin. 

Nevertheless, we wish Mr. Lie well in 
his pilgrimage to Moscow. As head of 
the United Nations it is his duty to do 
everything possible to bring about peace. 
That he is not shirking that duty, that he 
is not mired down by pessimism is a trib- 
ute to the man. 

Sec. Acheson’s mission to Europe is in 
the interests of peace, too. But the Secre- 
tary wants to weld together the military 
co-operation of the North Atlantic Pact 
nations. 

Russia has respect only for force or 
potential force. That is why it is im- 
portant that Sec. Acheson succeed in 
bringing about a sort of Allied Grand 
Council of the cold war. The idea is to 
bring about a military combination strong 
enough to deter armed aggression by 
Russia. ‘ 

The Defense and State Departments 
have just released calculations showing 
Russia probably will be stronger than the 
United States alone by 1954. Some mili- 
tary authorities put the date a year or two 
earlier. But, at any rate, sometimes after. 
1952 this country, and the free West, will 
have to face the fact that the Soviet will 


be ready for the consummation of Com- 
munism’s final ideal—conquest of the 
world. 

It is necessary that the public accept 
that fact without becoming hysterical 
about it. War is not inevitable. The cal- 
culations are based on military strength 
only and they fail to take into considera- 
tion the imponderable human factors in- 
volved. ECA Administrator Paul Hoff- 
man, who is not by any means unac- 
quainted with the situation, thinks Rus- 
sia’s satellites will desert her. There is, 
it is known, great discontent in Albania. 
And in other satellites the Communists 
have ordered intensive purges, indicating 
‘all is not well. | 

The most any of us in the free world 
can hope for is that Communism will hang 
itself with its own rope. But it would be 
foolhardy to depend on that. Better that 
we continue to spend billions on arma- 
ments, and more billions helping arm our 
friends in Europe if need be, than to be 
caught unprepared. If Communism does 
fall, the overpowering strength of the 
West, though it never be used, will be one 
of the biggest factors in the collapse. 

Premier Stalin will listen, craftily, to 
Mr. Lie’s appeal for an understanding. 
But there will be no change in Russian 
policy. Falling far more heavily on the 
dictator’s ears will be the scratch of a pen 
2,000 miles away as Sec. Acheson and 
others of the free world draft plans for a 
stronger military defense against Com- 
munism. )

They do not think he is exceptionally 
able. They do not regard him as a miracle man. [hey don’t con- 
sider him to be an intellectual giant. But they do believe he has 
the welfare of the country at heart and honestly is doing the best 
he can. Americans like a fellow who tries. Secondly, they don’t 
believe that plain Harry Truman would knowingly have any truck 
with Communists. And while they will leave him on issues like 
the medical insurance bill, the FEPC, and other of the so-called 
social welfare measures, they don’t believe he is trying to bring 
Socialism to America. 

One of the more stupid Republican propaganda measures is 
difficult to understand. They are saying that the American work- 
man has to work one day to pay his taxes. Nothing could be 
more likely to create discontent with work and with the American 
system, which is supported by taxes. The Republicans, and South- 
ern reactionaries, are trying to reduce the taxes by cutting out 
public welfare and security legislation and not by reducing the 
“pork” appropriations. They could not, put in office. do much 
with taxes as long as the cold war and the threat of hot war re- 
mains. The Communists themselves have offered no more demo- 
gogic or damaging, perverting idea than the one that it is un- 
American for a man to pay taxes to his Government. 


Speaker There is a third important factor. He is just a fair- 
to-middling speaker when he is up there with a manu- 
script before him. But when he talks from his heart his heart 
comes through and he sells himself solidly. I have seen him, 
addressing a convention of newspaper editors, most of.them hostile, 
take them in completely when he put aside his manuscript, turned 
off the radio connection and just plain talked.

$18,000 for Truman's ‘Nonpolitical’ Tour 


WASHINGTON—The “whistle stops” are draped with bunting and the high school bands are all 
warmed up; $18,000 in taxpayer cash was dropped on the ticket counter Sunday afternoon and 
President Truman pulled out a 15-State “nonpolitical” speaking trip to a thrice-honored dam. 

By the time Mr. Truman returns here May 16 he will have spread Fair Deal gospel in a third of 
the nation and fixed up the giant Grand Coulee Dam so it will need no further presidential attention 
until the next—and final—dedication when the project is really finished. 


Besides being the world’s biggest dam and 
the key to the irrigation and public-power needs 
of the Northwest, Grand Coulee, in relation to 
this trip, is the reason why the U. S. Treasury, 
rather than the Democratic National Committee, 
will pay for this presidential speaking tour. 


It is just incidental, the White House 
points out, that the President, going to and 
coming from his official dedication duty, will 
talk to people who happen to gather en route. 
En route, he will publicly display his friend- 
‘Jiness, in Illinois, for Sen. Scott Lucas; in 
Pennsylvania for Sen. Francis Myers, and in 
Washington for Sen. Warren Magnuson—all, 
incidentally, key Democrats facing toug 
political fights this Fall. 


Similarly, he is expected to make some pass- 
ing, although probably unfavorable, notes as he 
talks to voters who, in November, will decide 
the: fates of Republicans Sen.
